The St. Masde Disaster. 
By Cable and Associated Press. | 

Pans, Jaly 28.—The terrible ex- 
cursion train collision which occurred 
at St. Mande, mear this city, is still 
a feature of popular interest here. 
The newspapers of this city and the 
provinces are filled with harrowing 
details of the disaster, such a ghastly 
railroad accident not being an every 
day occurrer.ce here, and is popi- 
larly supposed to be confined to ‘the 
United States. The interments are 
to be in the cemetery at St. Mande 
and will be eonducted at the expense 
of the commune, The assistant sta- 
tion master at Vicennes and the driver 
of the second engine have been ar 
rested charged with having contri- 
buted carelessness to the events which 
brought about the collision. The lady 
announced as being among the vic- 
tims of the disaster was not the Mar- 
quise De Montferata, but Madame 
Blancey or Blanchet of New York 
City. 

Up to the present the official in- 
quiry failed to establish clearly the 
real cause of the collision, which was 
charged, in turn, to revenge, malice, 
carelessness aud imcompetence, ac- 
cording to the revelations of the action 
of the firemen in drowning and roast- 
ing the wounded people imprisoned 
beneath the wreck, which is severely 
condemned, Seven additional people, 
victimes of the collision, died last 
night, making a total number of fifty 
dead accounted for, but in a terribly 
consumed state. Some of the remains 
found make in probable that in some 
cases, where heaps of cinders had col- 
lected, may be those of two people 
which had been counted as one. The 
municipal authorities at St. Mande 
decided to have the funeral of the vic- 
tims take plact at 3 o’clock t0fiitrrow 
afternoon.

Jewish’ Persecution in Kassia. 
By Associated Press,| 

Boston, July 28.-—-The Russian 
Jews who came bere on the steamer 
Kansas and were detained in this port 
by the requirements of the new immi- 
gration law, told in an interview 
through the interpreter yesterday of 
the persecution which drove them 
from Russia. The crowning piece, 
the burning of their hamlet, is thus 
deacribed : 

it was a litt'e farming settlement, 
near Veile, containing eighteen houses 
with barns and outbuildings. July 
18th, about widnight, a dozen or so 
Russians came trooping down upon 
them apd set fire to the whole settle- 
ment, Fourteen Jews were burned 
to death and twenty more fearfully 
burned. The Jews armed themselves 
with sticke and stones and gave chase. 

The Russians were thoroughly sur- 
prised at this because they were ac- 
customed to have their own way with 
these people. One young man whose 
mother had been cruelly burned, took 
a crow-bar and-attacked three of the 
Raossians. He killed two them and 
struck the third one such a Llow that 
he died in an hour, All! the time the 
Russians were rushing wildly about 
shouting, “Kill the Jews! kill the 
Jews!” In the midst of the turmoil 
offwers from Viele were attracted by 
the blaze avd came to the settlement 
and arrésted the young man who had 
killed the three Russians and also 
captured the other Jews. These were 
to bé tried July 20th-and will proba- 
bly be seut to Siberia.

EDITOR CONVICTED OF MURDER. 


Loss of a Chilean Vessel 
and Armament. 


Arrested For Contempt—Return 
of Bxiles. 


Ae Editer Convicted of Murder. 


By Associated Press. | 

Co.umsus (Ohio), July 28.—Wam. 
J. Elliott,the former proprietor and 
editor of the Sunday Capital, who» 
with his brother P, J. Eliott, killed 
Albert ©. Osburn, reporter of the 
Sunday World, and W. L. Hughes, 
a bystander, besides wounding a 
number of people during the shooting 
affray on High street on the afternoon 
of February 23d last, was convicted 
this morning of murder in the second 
degree. The trial bas been in pro- 
gress since May llth. The crime 
was the direct result of personal 
journalism. 

When the clerk began to read the 
verdict there was a bighly sensational 
scene, When he read, ‘‘indictment 
for murder in the second degree,’ 
Mrs. P. J. Elliott thought that that 
meant guilty of murder in the first 
degree, and with a suppressed scream 
she fell back into a chair. As the 
clerk recalled the words, ‘‘guilty of 
murder ia the second degree,’’ Miss 
Maroney arose and gave vent to a cry, 
and fell back in a fainting fit. Mrs. 
P. J. Elliott was very pale, but made 
no demonstration. P. J. Elliott had 
his youngest boy in his lap when the 
verdict was being read, and covered 
the elild’s eyes and month so that he 
could not see or make an outcry. As 
the verdict of the jury was read, 
Elliott, being so mad, pulled a G. A. 
R. badge from his coat lapel and 
threw it spitefully in the direction of 
the jury. Elliott’s wife and children 
escorted him to jail, where a fearful 
scene was enacted. The comments of 
the crowd were various, the general 
sense being of relief and that the long 
agony was over, only a few expressing 
dissatisfaction when the tenor of the 
verdict became known.

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RAINFALL AND TEMPCRATURE. 
‘opalation im the Wnlted ‘* ! eneest 
. with Moderate Kuain.a:!. 

The census bureau has ascertuined 
that the main body of the population of 
the country inhabits the regi m in wich 
the annual rainfall is between 0 and 50 
inches, three-fourths of the inhabitants 
or thereabouts being found there. On 
either side, as the rainfal! increases or 
diminishes, the population diminishes 
rapidly. 

The arid region of the west, says the 
Pittsburgh Chronicle-Te!ezraph, where 
the rainfall is less than 30 inches—a re- 
rion which ¢ompriges two-fifths of the 

ative area of the country—contains at 
resent less than 8 per cent. of the 
o~miction. The greatest density of 
~opalctioan is in the area enjoying from 
ot» 59 inches of annua! rainfall, the 
av.rave of this region being 59 inhabit- 
ait; to the équare mile. 

The most favorable conditions of hu- 
mon life would seem to exist where it is 
neither too wet nor too dry, and .we 
have had am flustration of this lately 
in the large increase of the death rate 
froin diseases induced or fostered by ex- 
cecsively wet weather. 

The census bureau also investigated 
the distribution of population with ref- 

rence to the mean annual tempera- 
ts>3 Llaborate tables are given 
wich show that in 1870, 1880 and 1890, 
more than half the population was liv- 
wm under a temperature between 45 
ami 55 degrees, and that between 45 
and 60 were found from 70 to 75 per 
cent. of the inhabitants. Only a trifle 
over Il per cent were living where the 
temperature was greater than 70 de- 
crees, while in the region whose tem- 
ocratare was above 75 degrees the num- 
ber of inhabitants was trifling. 

The number of inhabitants to the 
square mile not only expresses the den- 
tity of population but also gives a 
comparative measure of the absolute 
aumber and the increase in absolute 
num ber. 

The greatest density is and has been, 
since 1870, where the temperature 
vanges from 50 to 55 degrees. From 
this asa maximum it diminishes rap- 
idly both with an increase and decrease 
in temperature. The most rapid pro- 
portional increase in population has 
talcon place at the two extremes, where 

a8 trebled during the twenty years 
intervening between 1870 and 1890, 
while in the same time it has increased 
but 50 per cent. in the most densely set- 
tled group. 

The average annual temperature of 
the United States, excluding Alaska 
from consideration, is 53 degrees. The 
average annual temperature under 
which the people of the country live, 
taking into account the density of set- 
tlement, is practically the same. 


AN ESSAY ON FLIES. 


Some of the Characteristics of the Insect 
Which Defies Man. 

The fly has some advantage over a 
man. For instance, he has a pair of 
double compound eyes, and with them 
he can see in any direction or in all di- 
rections at once without for an instant 
turning his head. 

These eyes, says the Chicago Herald, 
have four thousand distinct faces, and 
allof them have direct communication 
with the brain, so that if a man comes 
along on one side of him and a lump of 
) sugar on the other, he will be able to 
watch both of them and stay for the 
sugar so long as it is safe on account of 
the man. 

When he sees he can get one and 
dodge the other, that is exactly what he 
does, and he does not have to twist his 
neck in two trying to keep track of the 
opposite object. 

The fly is particular about the air he 
breathes. He hasn’t a very big mouth, 
and his lungs are smal! in proportion to 
his body, but he is particular what he 
puts into them. 

Good green tea, such as the best of 
the grocers sell for a dollar, steeped 
pretty strong and well sweetened, will 
kill as many flies as drink of it. And 
they will drink of it as readily as a 
*“eoon” will play craps. It is estimated 
that a pound of tea and two pounds of 
sugar will rid a room of flies within ten 
days—that is, a small room. 

Flies are voracious eaters. They do 
not care so much what they eat as when 
they eat it. They are particular about 
regular meals. They do not eat long at 
a time nor much at a time, but they eat 
often. 

Careful observers have stated that a 
common house fly will eat forty-two 
thousand two hundred square meals in 
twelve hours. One female fly will pro- 
duce twenty thousand young ones in a 
single diy, and they will develop so rap- 
idly as to increase two hundred-fold in 
weight in twenty-four hours. ' 

Scientists have never been able to tell 
how a fly walks on the ceiling; or, rath- 
er, they have never been able to agree 
about it. All of them have told, but no 
two are alike in their explanation. Some 
say the fly has an air pump in each of 
its numerous feet, and that he walks up 
there by creating a vacaum in his in- 
step and allowing the pressure of the 
air to sustain him. 

Others think he carries a minute bot- 
tle of mucilage around with ‘him and 
lubricates his hoofs with it, so that he 
can stay as long as he wants to on any 
surface, no matter what the attraction 
of gravity may have to say about it. 
Between these two schools of thought 
you may take your choive.

A Turkish Meal Served by Genu-

| street full of foreign markets, there is a 


Turkish restaurant, says the New Yorl: 
Recorder. The entrance is not inviting 
and the arrangements inside are a triile 
the worse for wear. The divans of red 
velvet are not very clean but the carpets 
are genuine Turkish and the waiters 
are not American colored men but gen- 
uine Egyptian blacks. They speak 
Arabicand Turkish and very little Eng- 
lish, thongh they trifle with French. 

You ask for dinner. A quaint oriental 
bottle with designs in gold, red and 
blue, together with a tiny liquor glass 
similarly ornamented, was brought 
upon a bronze tray and placed upon‘an 
octagon ball table beside the low divan 
upon which you have curled yourself. 
The magic word “raki” is all that is 
uttered and you help yourself to a giass 
of the Mohammedan’s favorite aniseed 
smelling bitters to give you an appetite 
and to help you digest what is coming. 
‘A pure white cloth is laid 5n the carpet 
in front of you. agd a bow] of tepid 
water scented with roses and a towel 
from the next dinner appliances, 

Then comes plate after plate of sweet- 
meats nrranged in front of you, to- 
gether vith all sorts of dried fruit. 
Every’ .ing is candied. The names of 
some ure interesting, though somewhat 
bewildering. Rahat lakhoum, hadji 
bekir lokoom, loz helva tahin helva, 
keafte (grapes), abdil-leziz (a very nu 
tritious African fruit), tout (mulber- 
ries), kishnish, fousdonk. green pis- 
tache, almonds, figs, walnuts in a sort 
of paste, apricots in pastilles, and Sul- 
‘tana raisins. But you don't begin yet. 
There is the piece de resistance, the 
pilau, a sort of stew e of mutton, 
onions and rice. Koushkousch, ° or 
caushcousch, as it is pronounced by dif- 
. ferent dialects, is brought over to this 
country ready prepared to make this 
really delicious dish. Xone but an ori- 
ental can make it properly. The rich 
gravy in which are found the tender 
-morsels.of meat flavored with invisible 
onions,sénds up a most savory smell, 
and the white, mealy rice which sur- 
rounds the whole counteracts the ex- 
treme richness. Then there are beans 
and peas and lantis (a spécies of lenti). 

Now comes the glut of sweetmeats, 
and after or with them the black tea or 
coffee in tiny cups and very strong, 
and the few delicious whiffs from a 
narghile or hubble-bubble pipe, or from 
the long chibouk, taken while you lie 
back sleepily on the soft pillows of the 
divan. Now, too, you may indulge in 
a bottle of Cyprus or Salonican wine, 
for wine must be taken after and not 
during meals. 

The atmosphere of the restaurant is 
not refreshing, but you get accustomed 
to it, and before you are half way 
through the rich and almost voluptuous 
meal you quite understand why Turks 
are so fat and soeasy roing, why they 

ve LL) SIT ANG drew and smoke anu 
suy nothing; why opiaion is not neces- 
sary to them; why they are lymphatic 
and lazy, and why they can never be 
roused to push and struggle and com- 
pete with occidentals. Their very mode 
of living and feeding is conducive to a 
happy-go-lucky laziness which only 
wakes up to drive a bargain or to fight 
for that heaven which.-their religion 
teaches them is sure to be the final lot 
of every man who falls in battle with 
his face to the foe.
